The  report  that  was  out  Tuesday 
that  Mr.  I^eBus  had  asked  for  a  sal- 
ary of  $10,000  a  year  was  >troiii;ly 
denied  Wednesday  by  members  of  the  i 
district  board  who  say  that  Mr.  Le- 
Bus asked  for  bo  given  aidant  what-  | 
ever.  j 
.  The  Distiict  Board  of  the  Burley 
Tobacco  Society  coDvened  Tuesday  | 
morniDg  and  was  in  iezecntlTe  ses-  j 
'sion  almost  coustautly    np  to  10 
o'clock  Tuesday  night  and  again 
WedneRday. 

Aside  fioaa  the  routine  business 
the  one  most  important  mattei  be- 
fore the  ttie  Board  was  the  firing 
of  the  salary  of  Pre-^irlent  Clarence 
LeBus  and  the  otbtir  officers  of  the 
Society  and  tbe  erecntive  commit- 
tee and  district  board.  The  ques- 
tion gave  rise  to  an  animated  dis- 
cqarion  in  which  Mr.  LeBos  was 
heard  in  his  own  behalf  and  in  the 
interest  of  tbe  other  officers  whose 
nlaries  have  not  been  fixed. 

A  committee  was  appointed  by 
the  boar^  to  tak«>  tbe  salary  propo- 
sttioa  iBto  eoneideraticni  and  to  fix 
compensation  of  tbe  officials, 
the  committee  to  make  a  report 
last  night,  but  it  was  said  by  the 
nembers  of  the  board  that  the  mat- 
ter was  not  biongbt  up  at  all  at  tbe 
night  session  and  was  deferral  un- 
til Wednesday  morning. 

Mr.  LeBus  was  appioacbed  twice 
Tuesday  by  a  News  lepoiter  regard- 
ing his  salary  and  he  would  neithei 
de:  ynor  confirm  any  of  tbereportiB, 
but  simply  referred  the  reporter  to 
some  member  of  the  committee  for 
information. 

An  effort  was  made  to  get  the 
names  of  the  members  of  tbe  salary'  | 
committee,  but  Mr.  R.  B.  Thomas.  | 
of  Scott  county,  who  is  chairman  of 
the  committee,   declined   to  give^ 
theii  names  out  for  publication. 

Another  matter  before  tbe  com- 
mittee was  tbe  formation  of  a  pro- 
visional pledge  for  tbe  pooling  of 
tbe  1909  czop,  but  this  has  not  oeen 
perfected.  Considerable  discussion 
of  this  matter  is  expected  before  it 
is  finally  submitted.

The 
only  question  to  be  determined  on 
this  hearinii'  is  whether  or  not  the  pe- 
titioner.

This 
Court  has  no  juri^^diclion  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  the  petitioner 
has  previously  made  a  prefeiential 
conveyance  of  his  property.

the  keeper  of  the  jail  is  hereby  or- 
dered to  discharge  the  petitioner  from 
the  Clark  County  Jail. 

It  is  understood  that  thi'^  Ct>urt 
does  not,  at  this  time,  in  this  pro- 
ceeding, pass  upon  the  exemptions 
claimed  by  the  petitioner.

To  the  Protestant  iinnisters  of  Au- 
gusta, Presi.lrnt-oU'Ct  T;\ft  exi.ressed 
his  views  regaidiui;  tlu-  inHuence  of 
the  church  upon  civilization  and  its 
usefulness  in  aldins  governmental  de- 
TOloijment.  His  talk  might  be  re- 
garded as  an  addition  to  the  general 
discussion  which  has  been  indulged* 
in  regarding  his  religious  beliefs. 

The  ministers  had  extended  Mr.

shared  in  the  slightest  the  responsi- 
bility for  government  and  the  respon- 
sibility for  Improvement  in  a  people 
as  I  have.  That  was  responsibility  in 
respect  lo  a  race  that  is  now  in  a 
state  of  Christian  tutelage  and  must 
be  uplifted,  in  my  judgment,  by  as, 
and  through  oar  guidance,  before  we 
shall  have  discharged  the  obligation 
that  Provldmioe  has  thrust  upon  us. 
And  In  the  study  ctf  the  development 
it  has  beoi  madC^nown  to  me  the 
enormous  influence  that  the  chnrch 
must  exercise  in  order  to  make  our 
progress  there  effective.  The  Roman 
Catholic  church  was  there  for  yeau, 
and  preserved  that  state  of  Christian 
tutelage  to  which  I  have  referred. 
I  Now,  the  ban  has  been  removed  from 

■  other  denondnatkms,  and  they  are 
all  in  there'  on  an  equality  in  the 
spirit  of  Christian  emulation,  a^ 
tempting  to  uplift  those  people,  and  . 
we,  for  the  government,  by  a  sjrsteni 
of  secular  edncatifm,  are  aiding  that 
uplifting;  but  without  the  moral  in« 

•  fluence  of  the  churches  there  we 
could  not  accomplish  anything.  It  is 
that  sort  of  experience  by  which 
there  is  borne  in  upon  us  the  impor- 

■  tance  of  the  maintenance  ot  a  church 
,  and  its  influence  at  all  hazards. 

"It  is  difficult  sometimes  to  explain 
to  one  who  has  been  used  to  the 
close  onion  of  church  and  state,  such 
as  was  preserved  in  Spain,  such  as  Is 
preserved  in  some  other  conntrlesp 
the  real  attitude  of  the  American 
government  toward  Uie  church.  He^ 
assumes  that  if  we  separate  the 
church  from  the  state  it  means  that 
the  state  does  not  favor  the  church. 
I  had  the  honor  to  represent  this 
country  in  a  transaction  of  a  business 
character  with  Leo  XIII,  at  the  Vati- 
can, and  there  I  pointed  out  to  him, 
with  all  the  emphasis  possible,  that 
the  separation  of  church  and  state 
was  in  the  interest  of  the  church  and 
that  in  America  he  could  count  OA  ' 
the  sustaining  ot  the  rights  of  the 
chnrch  and  its-  encouragement  hy 
every  legitimate  wuvfjom  on  the  parteC 
the  people  without  its  assuming  any 
governmental  function,  or  having  any 
governmental  right,  such  as  it  has  in 
other  oonntriea."

Flushing:.  N.  Y..  Jan.  5. — Taking  the 
Witness  stand  again  today  in  his  own 
defense,  Thornton  Jenivins  Haina  re-

jone  stands  on  lower  Broadway  and 
looks  up  at  the  towering  skyscrapers, 
the  statement  seems  to  contain  nuich 
truth. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  the 
popular  idea  that  fire-proof  materials 
will  do  tiway  with  the  lyeed  of  using 
lumber  in  a  comparatively  few  years 
is  a  very  ei^roiieons  one.  All  of  the 
vaiious  fiie-prool'  materials  ^oinu  in- 
to the  appru\((l  const rnctidn  of  the 
more  substantial  buildings  are  used 
in"* greater  fjuantities  now  than  t'he 
world  dreamed  of  a  few  years  ago, 
yet  the  heav\  demand  for  hiinber  con- 
tinues. « 

Wocd  Predominates. 

That  wood  predominates 'is  shown 

by  the  annual  building  records.  Of 
the  peiuiits  used  for  buildings  erected 
last  year,  apprnxiniatily  (il  per  cent 
were  constructed  of  wood,  and  the 
remaining  39  per  cent  of  fire  resisting 
matenal,  according  to  a  report  issued 
by  the  Geological  Snr\'ey  dP.  opera- 
tions in  fiH'ty-nnu'  leatlini;  ciiier.  «if 
the  country.  These  figures  arc  the 
more  significant  when  it  i§  realized 
that  they  only  represent  the  building 
activities  in  the  largest  cities;  they 
do  not  take  into  acoopnt  the  con- 
struction .of  dwellings,  stores  and 
other  bofldings  in  th^  thousands  of 
small  cities  and  towns  scattered  over 
and  not  included  in  the  forty-nine 
cities  on  which  the  icckonin.o;  i>  made. 

Towns  and  Small  Cities. 

In  toWns  and  small  cities  wood  is 
usually  the  predominating  building 
material  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  if 

the  statistics  had  included  lignre>  for 
all  places  of  whatever  size,  the  per- 
centage of  wooden  construction  would 
have  been  much  greater.  Thesd  fig- 
ures,' as  a  ntle,  are  only  for  the 
corporate  linii;-.  and  the  suburb.-  of 
these  cities  have  each  very  large 
amounts  to  be  added.  The  cost,  also, 
is  relatively  higher  in  these^  cities 
than  in  towns  nearer  the  base  of  the

Florida  Has  Dfstinction~No«i(  ^  19 
States  and  Alaska  HaVe 
Forest  Reserves. 


W.VSlliXGTOX.  Jnn.  5.— To  Flor- 
ida p>e.s  the  distii>ction  of  gretting  the 
first  National  Forest  created  east  of 
the  Mississippi  River.  President 
Koosevelt  has  just  sijirned  a  procla- 
mation setting  aside  and  n;unin<r  the 
Ocala  National  Forest  in  Maiioii 
county  in  Fiastern  Florida  and  an- 
other procLimation  creating  the  Da- 
kota National  Forest  in  Billings  coun- 
ty. North  Dakota.  Iiinsnuich  as  the 
last  named  National  F<»rest  is  the 
first  in  North  Dakota,  the  two  pruchi- 
mations  add  two  more  States  to  the 
list  of  those  wherin  land  will  fte  put 
undei-  scientific  forest  adniiuistTatioii. 
Th'.it'  are  !io\v  nineteen  States,  and 
Alask,!.  haxitiLT  National  !''oi-e>t-. 

Area  of  Oyer  200,000  Acres.  , 
Before  4he  cation  of  the  Ocala, 

in  Flonda.  the  two  foiests  in  Arkan- 
sas, were  the  Easternmost  National 
Forests.  Practically,  all  the  other 
National  Forests  are  in  the  Rocl^y 
Mountain  and  the  Pacific  Coast  Stat- 
es-. The  Florida  forest  has  an  area 
o1  20l,4S(t  acres,  of  which  about  one- 
f.jU'th  has  been  taken  up  under  va- 
iious land  laws.  It  covers  a  plateau 
between  the  St.  John's  and  Ochlaw- 
aha  rivers  and  at  no  point  is  an  ele- 
vation exceeding:  150  feet  above  sea 
le\i'l  nl)t;i int'd. 

Fitted  For  Forest  Growth. 
The  area  is  by  nature  better  fitted 
for  the  production  of  fores.t  growth 
than  for  any  other  purpose.  Nearly 
all  of  the  ai-ea.  however,  seems  par- 
ticularly well  adapted  to  the  growth 
of  sand  pine  which  is  even  now  re- 
placing the  less  valuable  species,  and 
with  protection  from  fire  almost  the 
entire  area  will  in  time  undowhtedly 
be  covered  with  a  dense  staud  of  this 
s;«f  eies.  The  long-leaf  pine,  a  much 
i.i  tu  valuable  commercial  tree  than 
ihe  sand  jjine,  appearsr  father  sparse- 
ly on  thi>  foie^t  and  is  confined  i»rln- 
cipull^  to  the  lower  flat  lauds  along 
the  streams  on  the  borders  of  the 
forest. 

Pines  and  Scrnli  GrfWths. 

In  addition  to  the  pines  and  scrub 
$rrowths,  bald  cypress,  cabbage  pal- 
metto and  tnpelo    gum, '  gradually 

chansriniT  to  water  oak,  ash,  elm.  mai,'- 
uolia,  hickory  and  maple  are  found 
bordering  the  numerous  ponds  and 
lakes  which  are  scattered  abundant- 
ly throughout  the  confines  of  this  for- 
est. 

File  has  ])layed  a  Very  important 
part  in  bringing  about  the  present 
poorly  forested  condition  of  the 
Ocalo.  as  year  after  year  lar^e  fires 
iia\e  burned  uninterruptedl^v  over 
this  tract,  killing  all  vcf^etalion  and 
consuming  the  humus  of  the  soil. 
Naturally  protected  portions  which 
have  toot  been  siibject  to  the  flames, 
prove  positively  however,  that  the 
soil  will  rapidly  respond  to  a  little 
care  taking  and 'that  the  prevention 
of  fires  wopld.  eventually  mean  the 
reforestation  of  practically  the  en- 
tire iMca. 

No  Sawmill  Operations. 

"N"o  sawmill  operations  have  been 

eondueted  on  the  area  included  in 
the  Ocala  National  Fprest.  Turpcn- 
ting  by  boxing  is  carried  on  over  con- 
tiguous areas  and  through  the  care- 
less and  antiquated  methods  used  the 
future  pine  crop  of  the  adjoining  re- 
gion is  greatly  jeopardized.  The  soil 
is  of  little  value  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses and,  about  the  only  croo 
which  can  be  produced  that  will  be  of 
lasting  value  is  sand  pine,  and  with 
proper  care  and  attention  there 
should  in  time  be  a  valuable  forest 
of  this  species. 

Bad  Lands  Region. 

The  new  Dakota  Nationid  Forest 

consists  of  14,080  acres  in  the  Bad 
Lands  region.  It  is  located  in  Bil- 
lings county  and  lies  an  equal  di.«- 
tance  between  the  Northern  Pacific 
railroad  on  tiie  norfh  and  ttie  Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee  and  St.  Pnnl  on  the 
south.  .  Its  creation  is  important  for 
it  maans  that  an  experimental  field 
fpr  jEorest  plautinor  has  been  secured 


in  Noi'th  Dakota,  the  least  forested 
State  in  the  Union,  having  only  one 

per  cent  of  tree  growth.  The  For- 
est Service  expects  to  establish  for- 
est nurseries  with  the  hooe  that  in 
time  to  come  the  a^e^  may  be  refor- 
ested by  artificial  meanst  Thi&,feat- 
ure  is  expected  to  prove 'a  very  good 
ohject  lesson  to  the  settlers,  who  it 
is  hoped  will  in  turn  plant  windbreaks 
aroimd  their  farms. 

Forest  is  Very  Open. 

The  forest  is  vei  v  open  and  for  the 
I  most  part  contains  a  scattering  stand 
<d"  western  yellow  uine  timber.  Along 
the  creek  bed  is  found  ash,  box  el- 
der, Cottonwood,  elm  and  birch.  Ced- 
ar breaks  are  also  fouiul  on  pre- 
ci])itons  slopes  bordering  the  streams. 
Western  ycl'nw  pine  is  ilie  only  mer- 
chantable species,  however,  on  the 
forest  and  the  average  stand  per  acre 
is  not  over  2,000  feef,  The  repro- 
duction of  pine  is  fairly  good  wher- 
ever mature  tiees  (»c(-ur,  but  owing 
to  the  open  condition  of  the  forest 
and  the  dense  growtii  of  grass  it  is 
for  the  most  part  unsatisfactory. 

Little  Timber  Sold. 

There  is  but  littlt  timber  that  will 
be  sold  frcmi  the  forest  at  the  pres- 
ent time  since  tins  ^ area  itf  very  iso- 
lated, being  surroutided  on  all  sides 
by  vast  plains.  Many  homesteaders 
have  in  the  past  come  to  this  forest 
for  timbei-  for  logs  to  build  their 
houses.  Since  the  completion  of  the 
Chicago,  Milwaujcee  and  St.  Paul  rail- 
road, BilHnes  county  is  rapidly  being 
settled  and  while  ^>tock  grazing  is  at 
the  pres<'nt  time  the  nu)st  important 
industry  it  is  very  probable  that 
famung  will  beceme  the  most  impor- 
iant  industry  within  the  nex£  few 
years.  It  is  very  important,  there- 
fore, that  the  timber  which  now  re- 
mains should  be  conserved  exclusively 
for  the  -use  of  the  home  builder, 

^^ew  Homesteaders. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  but 
seven  homesteaders  within  the  bouii- 
daries  of  the  forest,'  but  all  of  the 
old  sections  are  alienated  laud  being 
owned  by  the  Wastem  Land  Secur- 
ities Company.  This  company  has 
been  selling  portions  of  their  holdings 
during  the  past  few  years.  Very 
little  of  the  Government  land  within 
the  boundaries  of  .the  forest  is  suit- 
able for  farming  ))iu])oses,  since  it 
is  quite  rough  and  broken  and  water 
is  very  scarce.  It  is  the  country  out- 
side of  the  forest  which  is  now  being 
taken  up  by  settlers. 

No  Sawmill  Oporatknift. 

No  sawmin  operations  nave  ever 
been  conducted  on  the  area.  When 
the  Northern  Pacific  railroad  was 
being  built  a  larger  number  of  trees 
were  cut  for  railroad  ties  and  to- 
gether with  the  logs  which  have  been 
procured  for  house  building  by  set- 
tlers this  is  the  only  use  which  has 
been  made  of  the  timber  on  the  for- 
est. It  is  understood  that  the  \og§^ 
used  in  the  construction  of  President 
Roosevelt's  cabin,  which  now  stands 
in  the  Stale  Capitol  grounds  at  Bis- 
marck, N.  D.,  were  obtained  from  the 
area  now  included  in  the  Dakota 
National  ForesL 

Governor  Biirke  of  N.  D.,  is  very 
uuK'h  interested  in  this  forest  and 
thinks  it  will 'be  of  inestimable  value 
to  the  people  who  live  in  ^e  region 
where  the  forest  is  eieated. 

Both  of  the 'dew  National  Forests, 
the  Ocala  in  Florida,  and  the  Da- 
kota, will  be  put  under  administra- 
tion by  the  Forest  Service  as  soon  as 
possible.

The  short.  sh:iiT>  p:nii<'  which  oo- 
gan  at  the  close  of  1907,  has  been 
attributed  to  many  causes.  The 
speculative  element  in  business  and 
many  of  the  predatory  captains  of  in- 
dustry assailed  the  President.  And 
yet  panics  seem  'to  come  sl^ut  so 
often  and  undoubtedly  are  in  tlie  end 
beneficial  in  many  ways  to  the  coun- 
try. ^ 

Dating  an  era  of  prosperity  men 
do  not  stop  to  consider  the  possibil- 
ity of  reaction  or  of  failure.  They 
are  careless  in  their  calculations,  ov- 
er-sanguine in  their  estimates,  eager 
for  profits  and  reckless  in  their  ex- 
jpendkul'es.* 

This  was  tlie  conditions  of  affairs 
prior  to  .Tuly  1.  1!)07.  Men  combined 
corporations  and  capitalized  at  many 
times  the  original  value  of  th|sjeom- 
Inned  capital.  They  manufactured 
securities  of  various  degrees.  They 
passionately  urged  the  public  lo  buy 
and  divii^ends  were  declared  which 
earaings  did  not  justify. 

A  coterie  of  bankers  in  New,  York 
was  the  leaders  in  this  movement. 
Finally  affairs  reached  such  a  crisis 
that  these  men  had  to  be  brought  to 
book,  else  the  whole  banking  commun- 
ity of  that  great  city  would  have  been 
in  bad  odor  tliron«rlu>nt  the  country. 
The  eli'ect  to  eliminate  these  specula- 
tive bankers  alarmed  the  country  and 
caused  the  temporary  withdrawal  of 
capital  from  commercial  channels. 

The  year  1908  has  been  a  year  of 
^  ^recuperation.  The  banking  interests 
have  come  thronsrii  with  flyinc:  colors; 
I  the  great  railroad  systems  have 
weathered  the  storm.  There  has  been 
a  general  recognition  that  the  ener- 
gies of  the  country  were  wisely  em- 
ployed in  rebuilding  the  credit^of  the 
country,  in  filling  up  the  reservoirs 
of  capital  tlfft  had  been  exhausted. 

In  agriculture  especially,  the  year 
kas  been  one  of  prosperity.  The  crops 
have  been  good. 

In  1909  we  are  to  have  the  bene- 
fit of  the  work  of  the  reconstruction 
which  has  gone  on  without  interrup- 
tion dunnir  tlie  pnst  twelve  months. 
In  Central  Kentucky  the  tobacco 
ironbles  seem  to  be  over  and  mil- 
fi<ms  of  dollars  will  soon  be  available 
for  circulation  through  the  conunun- 
ity.  Merchants  have  reason  to  con- 
gratulate themselves  tjliat.,  there  have 
been  no  large  losses.  Some  in  Win- 
chester have  bad  even  a  better  year 
ilutn  1903,  which  marked  the  high 
Hie  m  business.

although  there  nevei  is  any  applica-

THE  VARIOUS  METHODS 

OF  EXTRACTING  BEESWAX 

Tosetlier  with  Su^semUons  for  Making  an  Efficient  Extractor 
--Coniirived  1^  F.  C.  Alford. 


In  new  of  the  Increasing  Interest  in 
apiculture  in  Colorado  and  the  lack 
of  definite  infontaatlon  on  the  subject 
of  the  exiractloa  of  beeswax,  an  Im- 
portant prodoct  M  the  industry,  F.  C. 
Alford  of  the  Gdlorado  station,  has 
made  a  study  of  the  relative  efTRieney 
of  different  metliods  of  extraction  now 
In  use.  He  experimented  with  solar 
extractors,  those  using  steam,  and 
those  using  pressure  under  water  heat- 
ed sufllcienlly  to  melt  the  wax.  In  the 
latter  method  he  used  water  alone  and 
water  containing  sulphuric  acid. 

The  .solar  extractor  used  by  Mr.  Al- 
ford was  simple  in  construction  and 
can  be  made  by  anyone  who' is  handy 
with  tools.  It  Qondsts  of  a  wooden 
box  about  SO  inches  kmg.  16  inches 
broad,  and  6  inches  deep.  This  box  is 
lined  with  tin,  and  near  one  end  a 
wire^jloth  screen  to  allow  the  melt- 
ed wax  to  run  down  into  a  pan  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  box.  The  waste  wax 
and  brood  comb  were  placed  in  the  up- 
per part  of  the  box,  which  was  set  at 
an  angle  toward  ihi^  sun  and  covered 
with  glass.  pieJerably  double.  The  size 
of  the  solar  extractor  will  be  deter- 
mined by  the  amount  of  wax  to  be  ex- 
tracted. If  desired,  a  lamp  may  be 
used  to  furnish  additional  heat.  A  hole 
should  be  cut  in  the  bottom  of  the  box, 


Sulphuric  Acid  and  Prnsur*  Under 
Waterl— It  was  thought  th&i  the  addi 
tida  of  acid  to  the  water  in  the  experi- 
ment might  Increase  the  efficiency  of 
the  method.  The  comb  was  heated 
in  a  porcelain-lined  tub  with  a  solution 
of  five  per  cent,  commercial  salphuric 
acid.  When  the  wax  had  melted  it 
was  poured  irito  the  sacli  in  the  press 
and  pressufe  aitplied  quickly  in  order 
not  to  have  the  acid  in  contact  with 
the  metal  any  longer  than  necessary. 
The  wax  and  water  were  drawn  off. 
boiling  watQr  added,  the  slumgum 
stirred,  and  pressure  applied  again. 
This  water  wa9  dntwn  off  and  put 
with  the  rest.  As  this  was  an  experi- 
ment to  detem^e  the  efficiency  of  the 
press,  a  tin  can  was  used,  but  in  prac- 
tical work  it  would  be  necessary  to 
have  everything  acid  proof,  as  hot 
acid,  even  when  diluted,  is  very  de 
structive  to  most  substances.  The 
can  could  be  made  of  wood  <nr  por- 
clain-lined  wave. 

This  method  was  easy  to  manipu- 
late and  rapid  and  was  the^most  eflB- 
cioni  of  all  the  methods  used. 

The  wax  obtained  with  the  steam  ex- 
tractors "did  not  have  a  good  color,  and 
would  have  had  to  be  refined  before.it 
could  he  used.  The  wax  from  the  solar 
extractors  was  always  a  Ibetter  color

been  able  to  have  it  when  placed  on  a 
box;  fiirtlierniort",  I  find  it  easier  to  turn 
the  maciiinH  wlu;n  it  is  low  down.  Tiie 
positliii)  of  tlio  iioney-pail  i.s  a  disadvan- 
tage; but  if  next  season's  crop  warrants 
the  expense  I  stiali  ararnge  to  have  the 
honey  conveyed  tlirougii  a  pipe  directly 
to  vats  in  the  cellar.  The  extractor  is 
placed  at  tlie  edge  of  the  trap-door  open- 
ing Into  the  cellar.  The  honey,  after  be- 
ing drawn,  is  emptied  Into  lanre  earthen- 
ware jars  or  Into  l!n  p  'l.;.  The  extract- 
ing completed,  we  v;i.sli  tiie  extractor, 
place  a  lari;i-  piei  "••  -•     '  '••.•<r 

the  top  of  tlie  extractor-can,  and  fa.stt!n 

so  that  the  heat  of  the  lamp  will 
strike  the  tin  lining  under  thj  wire 
screen.  The  lamp  should  be  protect- 
ed from  the  wind.  The  use  of  a  lamp 
increased  the  efficiency  of  the  extract- 
or about  one  per  cent.  A  like  In- 
crease wa^  obtained  by  soaking  the 
comb  in  water  for  several  days  before 
extraction — a  practice  followed  by 
some  bee  keepers.  Soaking  the  comb 
for  three  days  In  a  five  per  cent,  solu- 
tion of  sulphuric  acid  increased  the 
yield  of  wax  about  five  per  cent. 

Three  kinds  of  steam  extractors 
were  tested  in  these  experiments. 
Tests  were  also  made  of  pressure  un- 
der water  with  and  Wi  iioi.i  itddition  of 
five  per  cent  of  sulphuric  acid. 

PTMsing  Under  Water.— The  comb, 
with  8<Hne  water,  was  put  in  a  tub 
on  the  stove  and  the  wax  allowed  to 
melt,  but  not  to  boil.  A  can  was 
placed  imder  a  press  and  a  slatted  fol- 
lower placed  in  the  bottom  of  the  can. 
Above  this  was  placed  a  burlap  bag 
and  the  hot  water,  melted  Vax,  and 
comb  were  poured  into  the  bag,  the 
top  of  the  bag  folded  over,  a  slatted 
follower  placed  on  top  and  pressure 
applied  by  means  of  a  i?(  .eu.  After 
some  of  the  wax  had  been  fore*  d  o\it, 
the  water  and  wax  were  dTav.i.  ot¥. 
the  pressure  relieved,  the  •  slumgum" 
stirred,  hot  water  added,  and  pressure 
applied  again.  The  can,  which  fits 
under  the  pifess,  has  two  holes  which 
are  stopped  by  corks.  One  is  at  the 
bottom  and  the  other  near  the  top.  By 
pulling  the  cork  out  of  the  .  upper  hole 
the  wax,  which  has  risen  to  the  top, 
can  br:  drawn  off,  and  by  using  the 
lower  hole  all  of  the  wax  and  water 
can  b:'  removed.  The  v.hole  apparatus 
must  be  kept  as  warm  as  possible..

the  cloth  with  a  heavy  cord.  The  hon- 
ey is  sitimmed,  and  then  strained  imo 
the  extractor-can.  After  the  bubbles  of 
air  have  risen  to  the  surface  we  run 

the  honey  directly  into  pint  mason  Jars, 

MPd  finally  put  on  the  labels.  We  do  not 
heat  tlie  honey,  as  our  trade  does  not 
demand  it.  In  fact,  many  prefer  it  in  the 
candled  state.  Tin  editor  of  Bee  Culture 
suggests  that  one  better  afford  to  cut  a 
hole  in  the  floor  in  which  to  put  the  pail, 
and,  when  the  extracting  season  is  over, 
(  over  it  with  a  trap-door.  A  better  ar- 
rangement, as  suRuested.  is  to  run  a  tin 
pipe  to  convey  the  iioney  to  a  tank  on 
a  lower  leveL  The  trouble  with  runnina. 
the  honey  direct  into  a  pail  is  that  one 
i.s  lilvely  to  forget  and  let  the  honey  run 
o\er  and  wa.ste.  Knuiish  is  lost  in  this 
way  to  pay  for  a  tin  pipe  in  a  short  time. 

than  that  from  the  steam  extractors. 
The  wax  formed  by  pressure  under  wa- 
ter was  nearly  as  good  in  color  as 
the  wax  from  the    solar  extractors. 

Wax  from  old  brood  comb  is  too 
dark  to  be  used  for  comb  foundation, 
so  that  some  satisfactory  method  of 
bleaching  must  be  employed.  Various 
methods  of  bleaching  were  therefore 
tried,  but  most  of  them  either  de- 
stroyed the  wax  or  were  in  themselres 
poisonous. 

As  a  result  of  these  experiments, 
and  from  his  experience  fn  handling 
bees  and  rendering  wax.  Mr.  Alford  ex- 
presses the  following  opinion: 

"It  is  best  for  the  average  bee  keep- 
er to  have  a  large  solar  wax  extract- 
or, hoatc'!  by  s<'me  artificial  heat,  by 
means  of  which  most  of  the  wax  in 
the  lighter  colored  combs,  capplngs. 
and  burr  combs  may  be  easily  ren- 
dered. The  dark  cmnbs  may  also  be 
treated  in  this  manner  and  the  slimi- 
gum  stored  in  barrels  until  the  bee 
keeper  has  time  to  treat  it  with  dilute 
sulphuric  acid  and  press  under  water. 
This  method  is  quick  and  efBcient  If 
the  wax  be  refined  it  can  be  done  by 
heating,  while  inclosed  in  a  canton 
flannel  sack,  with  a  solution  contain- 
ing five  per  cent,  of  hydrogen  perox- 
ide and  two  to  five  per  cent,  of  sul- 
phuric acid.  Both  of  these  chemicals 
can  be  bought  at  the  ordinary  drug 
store.  The  common  kind,  commercial, 
should  be  used. 

"In  mixing  the  acid  and  the  water 
care  should  be  taken  to  always  ponr 
the  add  gently  into  the  water  and  not 
the  water  into  the  acid.
